zealousness. 
It is characteristic of activities having their stimulus in pop­ 


ular sentim ent that ambition breaks the bonds of caution and elopes with 


unreasoning radicalism. 
A reform wave inspires many men to action, and 


as most of these men are not professional “ reform ers,” they do not al­ 


w ays show discrimination in selecting the object of reformation. 
T hey 


go into the hunt with all the eagerness of the hound, but without its in­ 


stinct and training. 
W hat wonder, then, that the fam ily poultry is often 


m olested! 


A mistake of this sort has been made in the journalistic raids that 


have been prosecuted against proprietary medicines. 
Drawing no line be­ 


tween good and bad. writers have picked out a “horrible exam ple” among 


the medicines, and have spread tile inference that its alleged viciousness 


is typical of all proprietary medicines. 
The wrong impression 
dissemi­ 


nated has resulted from two sorts of faulty logic. 
First, a particular med­ 


icine has been totally condemned for some alleged fault or faults in its 


com position. 
Second, an alleged w holly bad preparation has been made 


to appear as a type than which no preparations whatever are better. 
The 


result has been most unjust to manufacturers of medicines. Given a black 


hen, the philosophy em ployed would say, “ This is a hen. 
It is black. 


Hence, all hens are black.” 


The Tribune believes that medicines of a m ost objectionable nature 


have been made and sold to the public. 
No paper can with honesty pose 


as defender of all the floods of promiscuous preparations that 
have 
ap­ 


peared in the market. 
But as surely as bad medicines have been 
sold 


under proprietary labels, there are valuable preparations in the 
use 
of 


which the people has profited. 
If an unscrupulous butcher sold one a cut 


of aligator meat, one would not thereafter decline to eat wholesome beef 


and mutton. 


W e venture to say that there is not one of the thousands of readers 


o f The Tribune in whose fam ily one or more so-called “patent medicines” 


has not been used with so great satisfaction as to be regarded as a house­ 


hold necessity. 
Even the doctors prescribe them. 
T hey have done their 


work, and they have resulted in an immense 
aggregate 
saving 
to 
the 


poorer families of the country. 


T hat the federal pure food law prescribes certain regulations govern­ 


ing the manufacture of medicines is not a reason to avoid them. 
On the 


contrary, it is an added guarantee of their value, for under the scrutiny 


of governm ent the possibility of dishonest manufacturers selling 
injuri 
t 
ous medicines is practically eliminated. 
No poisonous cr dangerous com ­ 


m odity can, under this law, become an article of interstate commerce, and 


as no medicine factory does or can subsist upon the patronage within a 


single state, the influence of the law is universal. 


The law having, by a process of eliminating the bad ingredients and 


m aking known the legitim ate ingredients, safeguarded the public against 


the danger of possibly injurious proprietary preparations, whatever preju­ 


dice m ay have been created by the vitriolic onslaught that has been made 


on these medicines cannot with justice be fostered. 
Legitim ate proprie­ 


tary medicine products should have the same consideration in the mar­ 


ket as is conceded to the output of all proper lines of manufacture. 
They 


should be judged upon their m erits, not upon indiscriminate prejudice. 


Am ply protected by the national pure food law, it now remains to be 


seen whether the state legislatures w ill permit the entire extinguishment 


of the proprietary medicine business 
by 
seriously 
contem plating 
the 


many “freak” laws proposed in various states. 
These laws are cither es­ 


capades of prankish men, or aberrations of cranky men. 
In no case are 


they just to industry, and their passage means hardship to millions of 


patrons who would be affected by the withdrawal of standard medicines 


from the market. 
No man will make medicines which he cannot extol. 


Sale depends upon advertising of merits. 
T o eliminate or to seriously 


hamper publicity is to wipe out the great medicine industry. 
Establish­ 


ed on lines equivalent to federal patronage, the business is finally legiti­ 


matized. 
Legislatures should decline to make legislation synonym ous with 


persecution. 
Scrutinize these bills with utmost caution.
